EDITORIALS 


HOW TO BE RIGHT AND PRESIDENT 


Few issues have been loaded with more political booby traps 
than the farm bill which President Eisenhower vetoed. His 
handling of it displayed not only a high moral courage but a 
mastery of higher polities which seems to be blowi 
booby traps in the faces of their contrivers. 

Despite the last-minute pleas of three farm state governors 
that a veto would cost the Republicans farm votes, Eisen- 
hower nevertheless went ahead, rejecting it because “it was 
a bad bill.” He made his dee 
try rather than what is politically expedient. Such political 
courage is rare; the veteran New York Times Washington 
Correspondent Arthur Krock had to go decades back into his- 
tory to find two similar tests of principle—Grover Cleveland’s 
veto of a pork-barrel pension bill backed by the potent G.A.R. 
and Woodrow Wilson’s veto—which he knew would be over- 
ridden—of the extension of wartime prohi 

Eisenhower, while rejecting a measure which would have 
pumped $1 billion of higher supports into farmers’ income 
this year, boosted the levels of price supports enough to bring 
farmers an estimated $500 million of additional income. 
newspapers—e.g., the Des Moines Register—regarded this as 
a political compromise vitiating somewhat the moral courage 
of the veto. If it does, the action nevertheless needs to be 
understood in the light of the President’s own approach to 
the farm problem, 

He believes, with Secretary Benson, that the heart of the 
problem lies in the huge, overhanging surpluses which de- 
press prices; that not until these are eliminated can agricul- 
ture thrive in a free market like the rest of the economy; that 
until then the government, having helped the farmer into 


this mess, has the responsibility to help him out of it. Eisen- 
hower has said the best that can be hoped for is a zigzag 
program, zigging always toward a free market but zagging 
enough to meet intermediate crises. His boost in support 
prices is such a zag. 

But won't it increase the surpluses? It will, by about $100 
million worth this year—all the more reason for Congress to 
provide the soil bank the President requested to pay subsi- 
dies for taking acreage out of 1957 production. The President 
regards that kind of a handout as an evil but a lesser and 
self-liquidating evil because it attacks the root of the prob- 
lem, which is reducing the surpluses. 

In sum, the President has shown moral courage and a sense 
of the realities as well. It is a good example of the guid- 
ance he gave the Republican party leaders a day later when 
he said the party's s forthcoming campaign should be based on 

“people and principles.” That this combination—of concern 
for people without surrender of principle—is better politics 
than either alone is shown by the failure of the Democratic- 
controlled Congress to get even a majority on the motion 
to override his veto. 

Walter Lippmann, in The Public Philosophy, deplores the 
fact that most “successful democratic politicians . . . ad- 
vance politically only as they placate, appease, bribe, seduce, 
bamboozle.” We are inclined to think that the American peo- 
ple as a whole have grown tired of the multiplying corrup- 
tions of expediency and pressure group polities. There is a 
growing thirst for integrity in government and the President 
is providing it. Henry Clay would rather be right than be 
President, but Eisenhower thinks it is possible to be both. 


THE LUCK OF THE BRITISH 
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It is a solemn moment in the British parliament, each year, 
when the chancellor of the exchequer, in his striped pants, 
enters with the locked, black dispatch case containing the 
closely guarded secrets of the budget. This year after Chan- 
cellor Harold Macmillan unlocked his box, he announced 
with pride, “I have something completely new for the saver 
in Great Britain—a premium bond.” (Ministerial cheers) 
“Let me say at once,” he went on, “that this is not a pool or a 
lottery where you spend your money. The investor in the 
bond I propose is saving his money. He will get it back when 
he needs it, but as long as he holds it saved, his reward in- 
stead of interest is the chance of winning a tax-free prize.” 

An awed hush seemed to fall across the assemblage at the 
prospect of the proud and mighty government of Great Brit- 
ain proposing to go into the gambling business. In the ensu- 
ing debate Laborites rose to roar their shocked contempt. In 
1951, cried their spokesman, Harold Wilson, the Conserva- 
tives had promised to “build a Britain strong and free.” Now, 
said Wilson, Britain’s strength, freedom, and soly ney “ap- 
parently depend on the proceeds of a squalid raffle.” He pre- 
dicted the Conservatives will fight the next election on a book- 
maker’s slogan: “Honest Charlie Always Pays.” Members of 
the British clergy were equally shocked: "An extraordinary 
confusion of spiritual and commercial values.” cried one. 

Well, it does come as a bit of a surprise. much as if our 
own Secretary of the Treasury had been discovered tossing 
pennies at a crack. Actually, the British government raised 
funds by lotteries until moral opposition led to their outlaw- 
ing in 1823. Macmillan’s proposal, not designed to raise rev- 
enue but merely to promote savings, is different. 

He proposes to issue bonds in one-pound denominations 
($2.80), with a limit of 250 or so to each customer. The 


bonds will pay 4% interest, but this, instead of going to the 
owner, will be pooled and awarded each month to lottery 
winners. Prizes will go as high as £1,000 ($2,800). Any time 
the owner wishes, he may cash in his bond at full value. If 
Britain’s economy is to remain sound, said Macmillan, the 
nation must, above all, save. The lottery bonds will encour- 
age this. 

To us the proposal has its points. Englishmen are already 
spending an estimated $1.5 billion a year on various forms of 
gambling. What makes this questionable, as we understand it, 
is that people who cannot afford to lose money, do lose it 
in such ventures, as they do also in the type of state lot 
teries run by France, Spain, Mexico, ete., which thereby give 
public blessing to a private weakness. Some lotteries are at 
times further tainted by being “fixed,” or looted by the 
officials who administer them. Lire has always taken a dim 
view of such schemes, as well as the argument for their re- 
introduction as a source of revenue in the U.S. (Louisiana 
and other states used to use them, but fraud and corruption 
led Congress to ban lotteries from the mails in 1890). Besides 
there is no need for Macmillan’s scheme in the U.S., where 
savings bonds adequately serve the same purpose. 

The moral objections to lotteries in general do not seem to 
apply to the British plan. It involves no loss of capital and 
surely would be honestly administered. It strikes us as a 
praiseworthy product of that somewhat sanctimonious real- 
ism which is the real source of British character. It recog- 
nizes the reality of the gambling instinct but directs it to- 
ward that very quality which the moralizing Victorians prized 
most, thrift. a quality which has been out of fashion ever 
since 1939. If gambling is the only way that thrift can be 
revived, better that way than having no thrift at all.

Athletes tell how illicit pay-offs 
destroy the amateur code 


CANDID CONFESSIONS 
DISCLOSE HYPOCRISY 
IN OUR SPORTS TODAY

IHENEVER Wes Santee, the fastest 
.S. miler, appears at track meets this 
season, he is greeted by hysterical applause. 
As he pulls away from his opponents, who 
are undistinguished runners, cheers roll out 
from the stands. Santee’s times are us 
ally mediocre but he is hailed at the finish 
line as though he had beaten the four- 
minute mil 

The cheers are not, however, for Santee 
the runner. They are for Santee the martyr. 
Under lifetime suspension by the Amateur 
Athletic Union for accepting “exc e 
pense money”—that is, running for pi 
Wes Santee has suddenly become an im- 
mensely popular figure. Fans, sportswriters 
and even U.S. senators have complained 
about the A.A.U’s “injustice.” But the most 
remarkably convincing defense of Sante 
comes from his fellow athlet 


's. In intervie 
with Lire they confessed that they them- 
selves had done essentially what Santee did 
—with no complaint from A.A.U. officials 
and with the connivance of meet promoters. 
They have even allowed their names to be 
used in revealing how the amateur code is 
flouted in sports today. 

Santee, who has never denied that he 
broke the rules governing payments to ama- 
teurs, has raised two basic questions: What 
is an amateur? And how faithfully is the 
amateur code obeyed? In an Olympic year 
when the best athletes of all nations will 
meet in Melbourne, Australia, these ques- 
tions are of international importance to the 
world of sports. And here are some blunt 
answers by star amateur athlete: 


No fee, no race 


More Harnis, a regular winner in the 
600-yard run from 1945-47 told Lire, “T 
never ran unless I got my price, Maybe only 
a couple of us out of five or six starters were 
paid. But the promoters knew that without 
us they didn’t have a race. Sometimes they 
could be hard when you didn’t win. After I 
lost a race in the Nationals, the promoter of 
the next meet said he was cutting my price 
in half. I protested and said I had lost only 
two races in three years. He finally offered 
me double or nothing to win. I won. I de- 
manded money for a good reason: I was mar- 
ried and operated a tailor shop. I had to pay 
someone to take care of the shop while I 
practiced for three or four hours a day as 
an ‘amateur.’ ” 
Joe Nowicki, a collegiate half-mile cham- 
pion at Fordham and later an A.A.U. official, 
says, “It was the practice to talk with other

runners and find out what they were gettin 
If the man you were beating got more than 
you did, you asked for more the next time. 
When the Santee case broke, I thought it 
was unfair to start enforcing rules that have 
been waived for years. I know A.A.U. offi- 
cials who, when they were competing, took 
just as much as Santee did.” 

Roscoe Browne, the 1,000-yard national 
indoor champion five years ago, says, “I 
think it takes a little maturity to realize that 


you can be paid and still be an amateur. The 
money doesn’t necessarily harden you. I 
got paid bonuses, but I know I was as pure 
in performance as the most rabid amateur. 
It isn’t the extra money that makes a man 
a pro. It’s the extra emphasis on winnin 
on breaking records and—especially in an 
Olympic year—on patriotism.” 

Johnny Fulton, the national 800-meter 
champion in 1946, wrote A.A.U. Secretary-

On another occasion when he planned 
to take a job to earn $600 for his next semester at Stanford, the pro- 
moters of a meet in Madison Square Garden saw to it that he got 
the $600 without working—on condition that he run in their mee

But any athlete who’s working his way 
school can’t afford to turn down money. Anybody who 
this must judge his stand on the b of what he would 
do if he found a $10 bill in the middle of a crowded street. He'd 
look around and see if anyone was looking for it. If not, he'd 
pocket it. I don’t condone any athlete's going to a meet promoter 
and saying he won’t run unless he’s paid. But any meet official or 
promoter who pays him is even more

One of the fastest sprinters of the 1940s, now living in Califor- 
nia, explains how travel costs are used to falsify expense accounts: 
“The way we worked it was to sign up with an athletic club in the 
east even though we lived in California. Then for a half-dozen 
meets out here we collected round-trip plane fares and expenses 
from New York, although we never left the state. For six meets 
you could collect over $2,000.” Then when the eastern season 
started, the stars moved east, used their California addresses and 
collected another $2,000 in travel money. 


A dollar a yard 


Se clandestine financial deals between athletes and of- 
ficials have led to some classic cases of deceit. A few years 
ago a well-known West Coast pole vaulter asked a promoter for an 
extra $50 in expenses but was turned down. The promoter “gen- 
erously” promised, however, to pay an extra $100 if the vaulter 
set a new meet record. It was not until the meet itself that the 
athlete learned that all he had to do for his extra $100 was to beat 
the world record of 15 feet 734 inches which had been set at this 
meet by Cornelius Warmerdam. 

An outstanding middle-distance runner is said to have set a fee 
of $1,000 for a 1,000-yard race, but the promoter refused to pay 
more than $400. The runner started the race but after a quarter of 
a mile he suddenly pulled up and limped off the track. ‘For $400 
you get 400 yards,” he told the angry promoter.

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Payments to amateurs have become an accepted part of sports 
simply because an athlete cannot afford to spend the necessary 
time training unless he is paid for it. The time has passed when a 
weekend sportsman could be a star athlete. Becoming a national 
or world champion is now a full-time job: a Davis Cup player must 
all but live on the tennis court the whole year round; a star run- 
ner like Santee must run or exercise three or four hours every day; 
a top golfer must practice all the time if he expects to place high 
in the major tournaments, 

There are still many full-blooded, wholehearted, simon-pure 
amateurs in the old-fashioned sense of the word. But they seldom 
win championships. As Harry Carpenter, a British sportswriter, 
said, “Carry the Santee case to its logical end, and Melbourne this 
year would be a deserted Olympic v illage. * 

In spite of all this the Amateur Athletic Union still clings to its 
classic definition of an amateur as an athlete “who engages in a 
sport solely for the pleasure and physical, mental or social benefits 
he derives therefrom and to whom sport is nothing more than an 
avocation.” Under the A.A.U. rules an amateur can accept only 
$15 a day in expenses and, as a prize, a medal or an occasional 
wristwatch (provided that it cost no more than $: 

But the bigtime track promoters, some of whom are themselves 

members of the A.A.U., know that they can seldom get great run- 
ners to compete for $15 a day expense money. And champion run- 
ners cannot afford to go through the training grind if all they are 
going to get out of itis “physical, mental or social benefits.” Unless 
he is independently wealthy, an athlete must also consider other 
benefits such as food, clothing and shelter. 
For years the A.A.U.’s high- sounding rules have been sly 
broken with almost no recriminations and no questions asked, The 
practice is so widespread in the U.S. that it has evoked a cynical 
but realistic distinction between a professional and an amateur: 
“A pro will take a check and an amateur won’t.” The amateur, 
who must protect himself against written proof of guilt, prefers 
all transactions to be in cash, 


Cashing in on ancient Olympics 


"HE amateur’s urge to cash in on his athletic ability is by no 

means a development of the 20th Century. In the Olympic 
games of ancient Greece young athletes began to look beyond the 
vietor’s garland to more material rewards. In their home towns, 
where money was subscribed for statues in their honor, gifts and 
comforts were pressed on the athlete by hero-worshiping towns- 
people. Some athletes took generous advantage of offers of food, 
clothing and housing. When the Romans entered the Olympic 
games after conquering Greece, they were accused of profiting 
from exhibition tours. An argument over the acceptance of cash 
prizes ended in a riot, with the Romans burning many of the 
Olympic buildings. Emperor Theodosius of Rome bluntly settled 
the problem in 392 A.D. by abolishing the games altogether.

But as sports 
became more democratic and, as a result, more competitive, it be- 
came necessary to define amateurs and amateurism. In 1888 the 
A.A.U. was founded to provide these definitions and to preserve 
the amateur flame. 

Among its original objectives the A.A.U. listed “the establish- 
ment and maintenance throughout the U.S. of a uniform test of 
amateur standing and uniform rules for the government of all ath- 
letic sports within its jurisdiction.” To carry out this objective the 
A.A.U. has created 48 district associations. all manned by volun- 
teer officials. The A.A.U, claims jurisdiction over 19 sports ranging 
from track and hasketbail to tug of war. 

This clumsy apparatus continually buckles under the pressure 
of high-powered competition. Because the A.A.U.’s austere code is 
sometimes solemnly enforced, as in the Santee case, and at other 
times completely ignored by the very same officials, there is wide 
disrespect for the system. There is, moreover, no single code cov- 
ering all amateur sports. Some sports are governed by the A.A.U., 
some by the National Collegiate Athlet ssociation, some by 
other watchdogs. This leads to grave differences of opinion as to 
what constitutes amateur behavior 

In golf, amateurs may compete against pre 
tournaments but are ineligible for prize money. 

In college basketball, four players were ruled ineligi 
month for announcing their intention to turn professional.

Part of the U.S. Olympic basketball team is made 
up of industrial league players who are certified as amateurs by 
the A.A.U. on the art that they are regular job-holding em- 
ployes who play basketball in their spare time just for the love of 
the sport. The fact that these employes are hired because of their 
basketball reputations and have little time during the winter for any 
work except basketball is simply overlooked. 

Outside the realm of the Olympics and the A.A.U. there is the 
same fuzzy distinction hetween the pro and the amateur, Tenni: 
which is a self-policed sport. exceeds most other forms of amateur 
athletics in aitdeception. In 1952 his fellow countrymen gaye 
Australian Frank Sedgman a wedding present of $12,000 to make 
certain that he remained a poor but honest Davis Cup defender. 

Former amateur Jack Kramer, now the chief promoter for the ten- 
nis pros, frankly admitted to Lire that amateurism is a sham: “Any 
time there are gate receipts it is impossible to have honest ama- 
teurism. You hear what the other drawing cards are getting and you 
want yours too. When I was 15 I heard of a player getting $50 for 
each tennis exhibition. I decided I should get something besides a 
lunch for an exhibition. A timid little request for $20 put me on my 
way. In tennis or any other sport a champion has to work at it full 
time. Only competition develops your skill, and you have to travel 
to get competition these days. How can an athlete travel all over the 
country or the world and maintain the spirit of the amateur code?”

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present climate of deceit. The familiar practice of recruiting high 
school football and basketball players teaches young athletes that 
the code is a joke and nothing in their subsequent careers is likely 
to change their opinion. The A.A.U. and other amateur certifying 
bodies are faced with the alternatives of enforcing their rules 
conscientiously at all times or of admitting that the code is out- 
moced and needs changing. 

Within the present rules an increase in expenses from $15 to a 
more realistic $25 or $30 a day would reduce petty swindling on 
expense accounts, but it would not solve 
the basic problem of compensating a star 
athlete for the time he must spend in 
travel, training and competition. Ama- 
teurs can and do, of course, turn pro, but 
the answer is not that simple. There is al- 
most no public interest in professional 
track, for example, but there is a great 
public demand for amateur track as well 
as for amateur tennis, basketball and the 
all-amateur Olympi 

A number of solutions to the problem 
have been suggested: 

A special family payment to married 
amateurs who lose income while training 
or competing 

Payment to all amateurs for a spec- 
ified number of working days while in 
training for national or international championships. 

Limited cash prizes for winners in major sports events. 

A new definition of “pro” and “amateur” based on the distine- 
tion that a pro earns his principal income from competition while 
an amateur does not. 

Complete abolition of any distinction between pro and amateur, 

England’s Earl Alexander, World War II field marshal and a 
great amateur runner in his youth, recently suggested that the en- 
tire business of trying to keep professionals out of the Olympics 
is now ridiculous. “Let everybody compete,” said Alexander. 
“Then there can be no arguments afterward.” 

But A.A.U, Secretary-Treasurer Dan Ferris still says, “For the 
sake of amateurism there can be no deviation. The A.A.U. has got 
to stand or fall on the code as it is now written.” 

A somewhat different opinion was expressed 20 years ago by 
Sportswriter Paul Gallico. Looking around to see which runners 
could honestly meet all the requirements of the amateur code, 
Gallico could find only one: “a commuter running for the 8:13 
out of Larchmont or Port Washington.”

It is those victorious 
souls that Communism is now calling to its side for a last struggle 
against the West. They may prove more effective than armies. 
They will not only revitalize Communism from which the spirit 
had all but died, leaving only the barren executive will, the habit 
of command or blind submission, both locked in an’ unspoken 
hypocrisy. They will speak to others who can hear them within 

Jest. They will speak in many voices, on many ranges of 
feeling and of logic. But the resonance, haunting everything the 
say, and giving it special force, will be, even though unspoken, a 
single line of Lenin’s wife’s: who have not lived through 
the revolution cannot imagine its grand solemn beauty 
West will have to match that resonance from some depths 
within itself. in lies the threat to it of the great turn, the 
drama, now playing out among its inveterate enemies.

HY now? How did it happen that this great zigzag came in 
the year 1956, at the 20th Congress of the Soviet Commu- 


The answers have to do with an international situa- 
tion that is reasonably open to survey, and an internal Soviet 
situation, including a power struggle in the Kremlin, where lack 
of exact information, or conflicting information, takes us into the 
realm of astrology. Everybody is guessing. I would guess, too, if 
there seemed any urgent reason to. I prefer to center on the inter- 
national situation, that dealing directly with the West, since it 
has seemed to me from the first that it was chiefly that the zigzag 
at the 20th Congress was meant to deal with. First, a word about 
congresses and zigzags. 

Nothing is any longer decided at these great Communist con- 
gresses. They simply register important decisions, taken in the 
highest Communist echelons, out of sight and sound of the party 
masses, and probably some time before they are announced. 

This is especially necessary because of the frequent zigzags of 
the party line. Zigzags are much misunderstood. But there is noth- 
ing inherently irrational about them. Communism has one fixed 
purpose: to take over the rest of the world. That purpose never 
changes. Only the tactics for effecting it change. Given the fixed 
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purpose, the tactics can change endlessly, can change, at need, into 
the very opposite of what they have been, and sometimes over- 
night, or s0 it seems, 

‘A violent zigzag in the party line is a sign that Communism, 
in its perpetual assessment of the balance of forces, the power 
pattern in the world, has concluded that the power pattern has 
changed in such a way as to indicate that a rather definite stage 
of history is ending and a new one is beginning. A new power 
pattern commonly calls for new tactics in order for Communism 
to work successfully in it, 

The 20th Congress met at what Communists suppose to be an 
ultimate, or pe enultimate, stage of this century’s history. It met 
to register the general line of a new tactic whose end result, if 
successful would foreclose that stage of history in a world whol- 
ly Communist, or on the point of becoming so. New tactics were 
enjoined by the new power pattern, the changed balance of fore 
between Communism and the West. This new balance of force: 
was revealed—but not caused—by last y 's Geneva conference 
The actual shift in the power balance had occurred several years 
before. But after the Geneva conferences a zigzag in the party line 
became a certaint 

On many in the West last year’s Geneva conferences had an 
almost physically stunning effect. Of the two, the first (Summit) 
conference, which fed the illusion of “the Geneva spirit,” was 
more stunning than the second conference which seemed to bury 
it. Except in fairly limited circles, the shock was not due to the 
fact that President Eisenhower lent the prestige of his presence to 
the Summit conference. As statesman he had little choice. The 
bull market in popular illusion showed clearly enough how narrow 
had been his margin of practical maneuver. 

Geneva disclosed how little, vis-a-vis the Communist empire, 
the West had left to bargain with, The West had nothing that the 
Communists wanted enough (short of total or piecemeal submis- 
sion), nothing they feared enough (short of total atomic war). 
And total atomic war they knew they need not really fear. 

Thus the U.S. found itself, in one annex to Geneva, tting 
down (with a representative of the unrecognized Peking gov- 
ernment) to interminable talks (still unterminated) in order to 
spring a comparative handful of its citizens, unlawfully held by 
the Chinese Communists, from jails where many of them are still 
unlawfully held. 

Thus, too, the West’s chief strategic friend in Europe, Chan- 
cellor Adenauer of the German Federal Republic, soon after found 
himself forced to make grave concessions simply for the release by 
the Soviet government of a few thousand German war prisoners. 


Like a family bargaining with kidnapers 
Wee diplomacy, not through stupidity but because of a

new adverse balance of real power in the world, found itself 
to treat with Communism at a level no higher than that of 
a family dealing with kidnapers for its stolen children. Yet the 
meaning of this shift in power balance, which in history is of some- 
what the same order as the sinking of land masses into the sea 
would be in nature, seemed scarcely to dent the West’s awareness. 
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Behind the shift lay two interlocking situations, one technologi- 
cal, one political. The technological one was the open secret, which 
the Geneva conferences dramatized, that the atom bomb is no long- 
er, at least in the sense that Sir Winston Churchill meant, the 
shield of the free world. Both sides possessed retaliatory power 
deadly enough to make resort to atomic war mutually suicidal. 

But behind the deadlocked weapons situation lay a political 
situation ultimately much graver for the West. The key to this 
situation had been China. 

“My statesmanship, wrote Henry Adams in 1903 (the date is 
noteworthy), “is still all in China, where the last struggle for power 
is to come. . . . The only country now on the spot is Russia, and 
if Russia organizes China as an economical power, the little drama 
of history will end in the overthrow of our clumsy Western civili- 
zation. . , , In that event, I allow till 1950 to run our race out.” 
This target date, too, is of interest. In fact, when the 20th Congress 
met, Communist China had been for some time engaged in the mass 
collectivization of its peasants—the kind of human bulldozing that 
marks the first step in organizing a socialist country into a modern 
industrial power. It was the fall of China that finally shifted the basic 
power balance in the world and so gravely complicated the prob- 
lems of the West. 

It is scarcely 35 years since Russia’s then shaky Communist 
government convened at Baku, in Soviet Georgia, a great “Congress 
of Peoples of the East.” There the Communist leaders of that day 
had called on the Far Eastern, Indian and Moslem masses to war 
against imperialism. The incredible shape of things to come was 
shadowed forth by a proclamation calling for a “Holy War under 
the banner of the Comintern.” 

Even Communists liked to smile at that one in their private 
gatherings. But they labored unsmilingly to give force to Lenin’s 
strategy on the “Colonial Question.” Its end purpose: to strike at 
the West from the rear, and, by rousing Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, to add their force to Communism, while depriving the 
West of overseas markets and sources of raw material which are a 
foreign base of its economic life. Thus in time, Communism hoped, 
the rising waters of disaffection might leave the powers of Europe 
and North America like rooftops, islanded in a flood. The final con- 
flict would then be narrowed to this question: who is to control 
the rooftops? 

No doubt Soviet Foreign Minister Vyacheslav Molotov knew at 
Geneva that a Soviet arms deal with Egypt would soon lift that 
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flood (in the form of aroused Arab nationalism) against the West. 
He knew, too, that the rise of the Soviet Union as an industrial 
power, re-enforced by the production and the scientific and tech- 
nological brains of half of Germany and all of Czechoslovakia, 
would enable those Bolshevik businessmen, Khrushchev and Bul- 
ganin, to take the road into the colonial markets and initiate a 
trade competition which must necessarily have a political face. It 
could all be done, too, under the shield of the atomic bomb. 
This, grossly oversimplified, was the international power pattern, 
the new balance of forces, which enjoined the new tactics pro- 
claimed by the 20th Congress. 

There must have come a moment, possibly some time before 
Stalin's death, when the keen eyes of Communism, ranging over the 
West and non-Communist Asia, were caught by a stunning insight 
which may be summed up in the phrase: those who are not against 
us are for us. In other words, for Communism the problem was how 
to convert the amorphous sentiments called “internationalism” or 
“neutralism” from negative to positive forces, from forces merely 
dividing the West's will to resist Communism into its marching 
al The answer was to refine the cruder forms of Communist 
aggression, which had produced the favorable power balance, into 
subtler forms of aggression which the power balance both required 
and made possible. This is the chief point and thrust of the tactics 
set forth at the 20th Congress. 


No third world war 


S Secretary of the Communist party, Nikita S. Khrushchev key- 
noted this tactical shift. His speech runs to several thousand 
words. Its sense, once pried out of the foam rubber mufflings pe- 
culiar to Communist oratory, spells out the steps of the new tac- 
ic: 1) peaceful coexistence: 2) peaceful trade competition with 
the West; 3) revival of the popular front; 4) collective Communist 
leadership in contrast to Stalin’s one-man rule. Their core mean- 
ing can be stripped from thousands of words to four words: no 
third world war. 

How seriously the Communists mean this, how deep-going the 
zigzag is, can be glimpsed from the fact that to make it at all it 
was necessary, as Khrushchev expressly noted, to rethink cer- 
tain of Lenin's conclusions. In Imperialism, hitherto a basic Com- 
munist text, written by Lenin during World War I, he offered 
the proposition that capitalism will finally commit suicide in a gen- 
eral war. It is this view that has just been updated. 

Three of Khrushchev’s points require special notice: 

1) He claimed that Communism now spoke for a majority of 
mankind. He reached this score by counting on the Communist side, 
in particular, the friendly masses of India. In this he was stretching 
the elastic only a little thin. It has long been clear that the swing 
to Communism of one more population mass—Indonesia, for ex- 
ample—would give it something like an even break in any count 
of the world’s noses. 

2) Khrushchev was explicit in his popular front come-on, He 
put it this way: “Here cooperation also with sections of the socialist 
movement adhering to other views than ours in the question of the 
transition to socialism [i.e., those differing chiefly about the advis- 

ility of violent revolution] is possible and necessary. Today 
ry i.e., socialists and left liberals in the Amer- 
ican sense] are for an active struggle against the war danger and 
militarism, for closer relations with socialist [i.e., Communist] 
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ONE OF MANY BETRAYALS Stalin perpetrated, his 1939 nonaggression 
pact with the Nazis, lost him moral prestige which Russia’s present leaders 
‘are trying to regain. As Molotov signs the pact, Stalin smirks at Ribbentrop. 
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countries, and for unity of the labor movement. We sincerely wel- 


come the Social Democrats and are ready to do everything possible | 


to unite our efforts,” ete. etc. 

3) Khrushchev was careful to emphasize that Communism is 
still militantly revolutionary. There may still remain, he is saying, 
even after the soughing of the warm peace winds and the disin- 
tegrating action of popular fronts, some strongholds of opposition 
in the West so intractable that they can be brought to reason 
(ie., Communism) only by the use of revolutionary violence. The 
U.S. is chiefly meant. 

In effect Khrushchev is saying, "'See, the Bomb is not going off. 
We are now extracting the detonator—a ticklish business. Surely all 
men of goodwill want to lend us a hand.” To give this tactic force 
and mass, it is necessary to revive the popular front. To give it a 
semblance of plausibility, especially in view of the recent past, it 
is necessary to de-emphasize the cold war. For both it is expedient 
to liquidate Josef Stal . For Stalin by his cynical pact with Hitler 
was not only the destroyer of the old opal front of the 1930s. 
He showed himself to be also the chief master of cold war. 

Let us glance for a moment at cold war. In a sense Communism 
has always pursued a policy of cold war. It is a specialty of the 
house. But Communism was able to mount this policy on a world 
scale only after World War II. Then, the meaning of cold war 
came home to the incredulous West. Cold war is, in fact, the true 
brink of war policy, and whoever stands up to it finds himself 
willy-nilly playing brink of war. For its blackmailing effect depends 
on crowding an opponent to that brink so that any effort at resist- 
ance must make the brink seem more dizzily inevitable. Secreta 
of State John Foster Dulles was describing the experience ‘with 
simple literalness in his much-abused phrase. Adlai Stevenson, 
too, described it more aptly than he knew because he was firing 
at the wrong target when he called it “Russian roulette.” 


The last thing Communism could want 


IOLD war, of course, involved a real risk. And the first man 
in the West who had the hardihood to make a brink of war 
stand, namely former President Harry S. Truman, took the Com- 
munists over the brink. That spoiled the game. The United States 
lost the Korean war because it was afraid of the threat of a bigger 
war with which Communism continued to play Russian roulette. 
The West was afraid. But the Communists must have been terri- 
fied, and with much better reasons. The last thing in the world 
Communism could want was world war. 

Thus, the initial American reaction in the Korean war must 
have brought the Communists to an agonizing reappraisal of cold 
war policy even before Stalin died, even though his powerful 
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influence may have continued to hold them to that course. For, 
of course, policies develop an inertia, a momentum, that keeps 
them going even after their logic is impugned and the risks dis 
closed. And, of course, the West made a fool of itself in Korea, 
throwing away almost at once, out of its fear of general war, what 
its original initiative, General Douglas MacArthur's strategy and 
the courage of American men had won for it. 

How quickly, too, the Communists in the full tide of victory 
settled for a mere half of Vietnam, What restraint, despite the 
bloodcurdling war whoops and tossing of stinkpots, has so far 
characterized Chinese Communist action around the Formos 
trait. No doubt this restraint, like that in Vietnam, reflect 
China’s all-out exertion at collectivization and industrialization. 
This, in turn, bears directly on the current Communist peace 
strategy, which, among other items, is buying time for mainland 
China to emerge as a new Communis! industrial mas 

Even during the cold war, at the time of the’S 
pledge, Communists called for the organization of “partisans of 
peace.” That term was meant to verbalize the fact that peace, as 
waged by Commun a form of weaponless war. It looked 
ahead to the time when the “partisans of peace” might eventually 
serve as the rallying core of armed partisan groups. 

What the new Communist strategy envisages is the mounting, 
ona world scale, of a vast partisans of peace movement. Its form 
tions will be the popular front. But something much more pe 
vasive is foreshadowed; a radical change of the whole political 
climate of the West, going far beyond mere popular fronts, which, 
howeter manipulable, have manifest limits. Not only the polit 
but the emotional preconditions for that change of climate exist. 
The whole world craves peace. All that is best in the West—most 
intelligent, humane, creative—abhors the thought of war. It is 
even simpler than that: men and women simply look at their 
children and grandchildren and think, it must not be. This is 
the absolute precondition for a change of climate. Practically all 
that is necessary to change the weather is for the Communist 
blizzard to stop freezing men’s hopes, for a warm and melting sun 
to rise above the steppes. It is not necessary for Communism to 
liquidate the threat of Communism. It is only necessary for Com- 
munism to liquidate the threat of war. 

‘Thus the tactical problem for Communism was not greatly dif- 
ferent from that of the wind and the sun in Aesop's parable; com- 
peting to make a man take off his overcoat. To make the man 
the West—take off his coat, it was only necessary fo mmun 
to let the sun shine. The difference with the parable lay in the fact 
that, hitherto, Communism could not let the sun shine. It could 
not for a number of overriding histc ns embodied in the 
person and the official mythology of Josef Stalin. He personified 
those memories which, in varying degrees of distrust, aversion or 
horror, scarify the mind of the West with respect to Communism, 
and even the minds of thousands of Communists. 


Peacefully coexisting corpses 


I XIN and Stalin—"the gruesome twosome” they were som 
times referred to when their embalmed corpses peacefully 
existed in the tomb on Moscow’s Red Square. Yet it is probable 
that even the most devout Stalinist, in the recesses of his mind, 
always sets some distinctive pause between the names of Stalin 
and of Lenin. After all, the devout were serving Communism 
rather than Stalinism, and were serving Stalin chiefly as he seemed 
to serve Communism. Many have forgotten, over the years, that 
before the revolution Lenin hailed Stalin as a “wonderful Geor- 
gian.” Anti-Stalinists, in particular, have preferred to remember 
that, as he watched Stalin’s machination two y before he 
died. the stricken Lenin told the 11th Congress:'“*The machine 
is slipping out of your hands.” Perhaps he had forgotten, as 
so many others have. that it was he, Lenin, who put Stalin's hand 
on the controls. 

It happened at the 10th Congress of the Soviet Communist 
party in 1921. Lenin himself had announced the historic turning 
point: henceforth there would be no more organized opposition 
to the majority view of the Part y. Lenin said, “We do not need any 
opposition now, comrades, it’s not the time for it. . . . It is no 
good reproaching me, it follows from the state of affairs.” 

The organizational changes that followed that act of the 10th 
Congress brought Stalin closer to power and raised up certain of 
his followers, two of whom, Vyacheslav Molotov and Kliment 
Voroshilov, are still members of the Communist party’s ruling 
presidium. This obscure bit of Communist history is of high im- 
portance in understanding the meaning of the 20th Congress. It 
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eveals the continuity of the Communist pattern of action, the Mother 
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yed the Spanish Republic during | war, the popular 
ront and the German Communist party. For this, he wooed Hitler 
rdently and signed a nonaggression pact, thereby making possible 
Vorld War II'so that the West could destroy itself more effectu- 
ily and quicker than Communism could ever hope to destroy it. 
lc almost lost his gamble when the Germans turned on him in 
urn. Yet even that near-disaster Stalin turned into a triumph, 


i back by the success of Soviet arms much of the goodwill 
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keep pace with the clashing floes; and, as they run, they shout, 
“Lyot idyot”—"the ice is going out!” It is just such an effect 
that the action of the 20th Congress has had upon those minds 
who have lived, at all deeply, the tragedy of our age wherever 
Communism has touched it, 


When Khrushchev wept 


THINK the West will fail again to measure the full meaning of 
that effect if it notes only that the men who have brought it 
about were former collaborators with Stalin in his evil deeds, or 
supposes that they are merely cynical in their crafty plans, whose 
guile is not, therefore, questioned, I, for one, do not believe that 
when Khrushchev wept before Congress delegates those were sim- 
ulated tears, or that simulated tears could possibly have affected 
such an audience, or that Khrushchev could have dreamed they 
could. This is something more: lyot idyot—the ice is going out, 
the ice that froze and paralyzed the messianic spirit of Commu- 
nism during the long but (in Communist terms) justifiable Stalin- 
ist nightmare. Communism is likely to become more, not less, dan- 
rous. It is this that gives us the sensation of passing in a fort- 
ight from one age into another. 
Communism has not changed. The dictatorship of the Commu- 
nist party will not end. (The 20th Congress has acted to strengthen 
it.) It is unlikely that the slave labor camps will go or even shrink 
much. (Slave labor plays too important a part in the Communi 
economy and the victims of the reverse purge, or anybody at all 
who resists, will soon replace such political prisoners as may be 
released now.) Commun a om against the West will not 
end. The 20th Congress has acted to give such aggression new, 
subtler, massive forms whose disintegrating energies are beamed 
first at specific soft spots around Communism’s continental fron- 
tiers and far across them—at West Germany, France, Italy, Britain, 
Burma, Indonesia. Yugoslav already doing a “slow dis 
viet system—a homecoming which Mos- 
cow’s official disbanding of the Cominform is intended to promote. 
For the Cominform, an organization of satellite and West Euro- 
pean Communist parties, was used by Stalin chiefly to combat 
Marshal Tito and his special brand of her 
But, above all, it is the smashing of th inist big lie that 
will change the climate, exerting its influence far beyond mere 
orthodox mmunist lines, upon the internationalist and neu- 
tralist opinion of the West. With the smashing of the dark 
idol of Stalin, Communism can hope to compete again for the 
allegiance of men’s minds, especially among the youth where 
its influence had fallen almost to ». What the 20th Congres 
meant to do, and may well succeed in doing, was to make Com- 
munism radioactive again,
